As the Indians have the impression, that tti 
missionaries have some authority, as it they we.r 
agents of the United States government, they will 
listen to us when we preach, with nppiu 
sneer. Several addresses were made to 
nml as may he supposed, mainly against 
this I soon found was unpalatable di 
Their ears were closed, and their heads 
away, impatiently.

(Here again they shouted, ns if rejoicing that a 
missionary and the good book were in favor ol 
war; and they then pressed close around me, lis¬ 
tening with breathless attention.)

In extent, lrdia is lttrger than tlie whole Uni- 
Ted Etate?; mul its population is ubout 
dred millions. Besides India has commercial 
connections with all the world. The people are 
heathen, about one tenth are Mohammedan, the 
remainder Hindoos^ Only one man in ten 
able to read ; hut these are dispersed through 
the whole country. The female sex is degraded ; 
ins a disgrace for females to learn lo read ; and 
of course not more than one in an hundred thou¬ 
sand cart do so. They are not regarded as coi 
panions for men; but are treated us belonging 
an inferior race. 

In respect to their moral character, there a 
many dark shades intermingled with some pleas¬ 
ant traits. But they have no regard for truth; 
and in pecuniary transactions, and in courts of 
jusrice, where they are summoned as witnesses, 
iffit the least dependence can be placed in their 
statements. 

In India, the suttee still exists in the interior. 
Infanticide ia common; by an official statement 
prepared last spring, il appears that ill one hundred 
villages; the proportion of male to female children, 
was as one hundred to six. The aged arw exposed 
iojdearh on the banks of the rivers,and theirdealhs 
are hastened by their own children pouring water 
slovvn their throats.

whom else will he then rely for the spread of 
peace o*-er the earth ? Has he appointed any 
olher means than the gospel rightly applied to the 
subject, or any other co-workers than his own 
children? Surely not. No others would, 
could, use the means uecessary to insure this bless¬ 
ed and glorious consummation. 

But how shall Christians set themselvi 
work in this cause? At what point shall they 
begin their labors? Public opinion is the mis¬ 
tress of the world; and this opinion on the sub- 
I ject ol war they must, through all Christendom, 
bring into accordance with the gospel. Wha 
sustains the kindred practice of duelling in ou. 
Southern States? Publie opinion. YVhat has 
banished this barbarous custom from New Eng¬ 
land ? Public opinion. But is hurqau nature in 
Massachusetts essentially different front what it 
is in South Carolina ? By no means; but pub¬ 
lic opinion upholds the custom in one case, nnd 
frowns upon it with the other with unmingled 
abhorrence. What has abolished alchemy, and 
witchcraft, and knight-errantry, and trials by or¬ 
deal, and persecution by fire and sword forrelig- 
opimons, and other practices once woven 
the texture of society ? Public sentiment 
proscribed them,and thei went of coursejinwdis¬ 
use. So may it, so must n lie with war. Put ii 
under the ban of public opinion through Chris¬ 
tendom, and it will ere long die of itself. Let all 
nations rise against il, as New England bas against 
duelling; ami such a public opinion would re¬ 
strain rulers from the savage practice of settling 
their disputes by powder and ball. They could 
easily find expedients enough for this purpose; 
and, if the people would universally demand it, 
statesmen would soon come to employ only pa¬ 
cific means for the sjustinent vf all international 
difficulties. 

Here, then, is the thing to be done. Public 
opinion through Christendom must first he revc 
Intionized on this whole subject; nnd Christian 
are required lo use the means necessary to pro¬ 
duce such a change. Wlmt these means are, • 
have not space now to specify ; and we reset 
this point for a distinct article.

This animal magnetism, as he denominated it, ho 
affirmed to be a fluid universally diffused, aud 
filling all space, licing the medium of a reciprocal 
influence between the celestial bodies, the earth, 
and living beings;—it insinuated itself into the 
substance of the nerves, upun which, therefore, it 
had a.direct operation; it was capable of being' 
communicated from one body to other bodies both 
animated and inanimate, and that at a considera¬ 
ble distance, without the assistance of any inter¬ 
mediate substance ;—and at exhibited in the hu¬ 
man body some properties analagoiis to those ofj 
the loadstone, especially its two poles. M. Mes¬ 
mer became ?o celebraied for this discovery, mid 
he performed such extraordinary cures, attested 
by the most respectable authorities, that, in 1784, 
the French king appointed a committee, Consist¬ 
ing of four physicians, and five members ol the 
Royal Academy of Sciences, to investigate this 
matter- Dr. Franklin, then the American Minis¬ 
ter at Paris, wasone of this committee.
